HOW  APPOINTMENTS  ON  HOUSE  STAFF  ARE  MADE. 

Candidates  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  must  be  grad- 
uates in  medicine.  In  making  an  appointment,  preference  is 
given  to  those  who  have  had  a general  hospital  .service.  A 
member  of  the  Staff  is  appointed  in  February,  June,  and 
October.  He  serves  four  months  as  Junior,  four]  as  Senior, 
and  four  as  House  Surgeon,  residing  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  entire  period  of  twelve  months.  The  applications  are  to 
be  made  both  personally  and  in  writing  to  the  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  or  Superintendent.

In  reporting  upon  the  work  of  this  Society  for  the  past 
year  the  Board  of  Managers  can  only  record  the  onward 
progress  of  an  Established  and  well  ordered  system.  The 
steady  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Society  is  attested  in  the 
figures  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chiefs  report,  and  the  year  has  seen 
a number  of  detailed  improvements  in  mechanical  facilities 
and  in  the  condition  of  the  Hospital  building. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Board  of  Managers  the  immediate 
problem  before  the  Society  lies  in  meeting  the  changing  re- 
quirements of  the  medical  and  nursing  services,  in  securing 
the  assistance  of  a competent  house  staff  and  in  keeping  the 
medical  standard  of  the  Hospital  abreast  with  the  latest 
progress  in  this  branch. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  a great  extension  of  the  humani- 
tarian work  of  the  Hospital  could  be  effected  by  the  establish- 
ment of  an  out-of-town  Hospital  which  would  partake  of  the

nature  of  a convalescent  fresh  air  home.  Oftentimes  the 
most  successful  treatments  in  the  Hospital  lose  their  full  value 
from  the  inability  to  place  the  patients  in  the  invigorating 
and  upbuilding  air  of  the  country,  and  many  cases  of  a 
tuberculous  character  would  be  greatly  improved,  if  not  cured, 
by  a reasonable  sojourn  in  the  country.  Nevertheless,  the 
Board  of  Managers  do  not  feel  that  with  their  present  re- 
sources, they  would  be  justified  in  undertaking  this  additional 
work.  The  funds  accumulated  during  many  years  for  the 
construction  of  additional  hospital  facilities  have  been  used 
with  economy  and  success,  but  the  Managers  recognize  that 
they  are  forced  to  apply  for  the  maintenance  of  the  existing 
Hospital  to  the  generous  public  which  has  ever  responded  to 
their  needs,  and  they  do  not  consider  that  they  would  be 
justified  in  embarking  in  a new  enterprise  unless  some  liberal 
friend  should  give  the  necessary  facilities.  This  end  will, 
however,  not  be  lost  sight  of  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  we 
may  announce  the  establishment  of  such  a branch  of  our 
work.

RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


Gentlemen  : The  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Hospital  conducted  by  the  New  York  Society  for  tne  Relief 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  is  herewith  presented,  and  your 
attention  is  called  to  the  interesting  data  furnished  by  the 
tables  appended. 

To  one  reviewing  from  year  to  year  the  work  accomplished, 
repetitions  are  hard  to  avoid,  and  yet  the  vast  amount  of  good 
done  by  an  institution  conducted  by  a Board  of  Managers  in 
such  close  touch  with  the  crying  needs  of  a great  city,  and  in 
such  perfect  harmony  with  the  Medical  Staff  of  a hospital 
with  a record  like  this,  whose  report  it  is  my  honor  to  pre- 
sent, calls  for  a presentation  of  facts  which  the  generous 
public  fails  to  get  from  columns  of  stereotyped  statistics. 

The  total  number  of  new  patients  examined  in  the  Depart- 
ment for  Out-patients,  9,231,  shows  the  activity  of  the  service, 
and  when  to  this  is  added  the  number  of  visits  made  by  con- 
tinued patients,  25,156,  it  can  easily  be  seen  how  dependent 
the  lame,  the  halt,  and  the  ruptured  are  upon  the  charity  of 
this  Society. 
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Out-patients  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  wards,  as  these 
cases  need  closer  observation,  and  during  the  year  548  were 
accordingly  received.  On  the  first  day  of  October,  1900, 
there  were  already  in  the  wards  196  patients.  The  total  then 
treated  in  the  Hospital  is  734.

While  it  is  true  that  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital  is  such 
that  minor  and  major  operations  are  performed  with  prompt- 
ness and  all  the  modern  technique,  we  never  lose  sight  of  the 
object  for  which  the  Hospital  was  founded  ; viz.,  the  retention 
of  the  patients  in  the  wards  as  long  as  hospital  treatment  is 
required.  Children  are  not  sent  home  as  soon  as  their  cases 
cease  to  be  of  scientific  interest.  In  other  words,  the  patient 
is  retained  until  the  maximum  good  has  been  accomplished, 
and  if  we  find  that  home  co-operation  in  maintaining  the 
good  thus  secured  is  wanting,  we  not  only  advise  but  urge 
longer  residence  in  the  Hospital.  We  have  long  since  learned 
that  mechanical  appliances  used  to  protect  a diseased  joint  or 
to  correct  a deformity,  to  be  efficient  must  be  kept  in  good  re- 
pair from  months  to  years  ; and  in  many  instances,  when  we 
are  satisfied  that  the  mothers  are  mentally  or  physically  unable 
to  follow  instructions  along  these  lines,  the  Hospital  assumes 
all  responsibility  and  protests  against  transference  to  the  Out- 
patient Department.  The  Superintendent  looks  carefully  into 
the  social  status  of  our  little  sufferers,  and  has  proven  a valu- 
able ally  to  the  surgical  staff  in  securing  the  best  possible  re- 
sults. It  is  of  course  known  to  you  that  many  children 
remain  in  our  wards  from  two  to  five  years  simply  because 
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they  have  no  homes,  or  if  they  have  homes,  they  are  sure  to 
be  neglected  and  the  treatment  so  efficient  in  the  Hospital 
will  prove  labor  lost. 

I would  not  have  you  disregard  the  fine  equipment  of  the 
Out-patient  Department  or  depreciate  the  splendid  work  done 
by  the  Surgeons  in  attendance.  While  hundreds  are  cared  for 
in  the  wards,  thousands  are  cared  for  in  the  rooms  of  this  De- 
partment. When  a case  is  not  progressing  satisfactorily  as  an 
out-patient,  it  is  promptly  made  a hospital  case,  and  when  the 
critical  period  is  passed,  it  again  becomes  a dispensary  case. 
Even  when  a cure  has  been  wrought  in  the  wards  we  do  not 
lose  interest  in  the  patient.  As  illustrating  this  interest,  I beg 
leave  to  make  a copy  of  the  card  given  to  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  every  child  . discharged  or  removed  from  the 
Hospital.

Circular  Explaining  the  Enclosed  Card. 


To  do  the  greatest  amount  of  good  to  patients  who  have 
been  in  hospital,  it  is  the  custom  to  look  after  all  who  have 
been  discharged  or  removed,  to  find  out  what  good  has  been 
done,  how  many  have  failed  to  get  any  benefit,  and  what  treat- 
ment has  been  followed  since  leaving  the  hospital. 

The  request  is  made  that  you  will  not  fail  to  report  as 
often  as  directed  by  the  doctor,  or,  if  not  under  treatment,  at , 
least  once  in  six  months. 

The  Superintendent  or  the  House  Surgeon  will  promptly 
respond  to  any  letters,  if  you  give  case,  book  and  page  from 
card  furnished,  even  if  the  patient  is  under  other  treatment. 
This  is  no  reason  why  you  should  not  report  from  time  to 
time.  It  often  happens  that  great  relief  can  be  afforded  years 
after  the  patient  is  discharged  from  the  hospital. 

Do  not  fail  to  send  word,  by  mail,  to  the  Superintendent, 
whenever  you  move.  Give  the  street,  number  and  floor. 


Hours  from  I to  3 Daily. 
Except  Sundays  and  Legal  Holidays. 
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While  presenting  the  sociological  features  of  the  InstiUi- 
tion  under  your  management,  I must  again,  in  the  interest  of 
that  larger  humanity  which  can  never  be  dissociated  from  true 
Science,  call  yonr  attention  to  the  dangers  of  long  retaining 
tuberculous  patients  such  as'  make  up  the  larger  proportion  ot 
the  class  we  are  called  upon  to  treat  in  any  hospital  wards. 
They  soon  need  an  out-of-door  life,  not  the  life  of  tenements 
or  crowded  streets,  but  a life  in  the  countr}'  free  from  city  con- 
tamination. Thanks  to  noble  hearted  women  and  men,  we 
are  enabled  to  give  a limited  number  this  much-needed  change 
during  the  Summer  months.  I know  I but  express  your  sen- 
timent when  I make  gratefult  mention  of  the  “Robin’s  Nest” 
at  Tarry  town  for  the  care  of  forty-four  of  our  children,  of  the 
Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  Long 
Island,  for  the  care  of  eighteen  children,  and  of  the  Children’s 
Aid  Society  at  Bath  Beach,  Long  Island,  for  forty-three.  The 
“ Robin’s  Re.st”  had  twenty-two  during  June  and  July,  and 
the  same  number  during  Augiist  and  September,  and  right 
handsomely  were  these  children  entertained.  The  Country 
Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  had  seven  children  for  311 
days,  five  for  100  days,  and  four  for  144  days.  The  pale  cheeks 
were  replaced  by  ruddy  ones  and  aches  and  pains  were  often 
forgotten.  Bath  Beach  had  ten  at  one  time  for  14  days,  and 
twenty-three  at  another  for  14  days.  These  were  our  con- 
valescent patients,  and  improvement  was  very  pronounced. 

And  yet  a great  many  got  no  outing.  They  were  too  feeble 
to  be  taken  back  and  forth,  or  the  surgical  dressings  were  too 
complicated  for  the  ordinary  Slimmer  home.  We  have  no 
Country  Hospital  of  our  own,  and  this  is  our  thirty-eighth 
Annual  Report. 

I must  refer  you  to  the  table  relating  to  the  class  of  crip- 
pled patients  treated,  the  different  ailments  and  the  results, 
to  the  tables  relating  to  the  work  done  for  the  ruptured,  and  to 
the  tables  of  operations  showing  work  that  must  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory. 
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This  report,  long  as  it  is,  should  not  close  without  calling 
your  attention  to  the  long  list  of  operations  done  for  the  radi- 
cal cure  of  hernia  without  a single  failure.  If  this  work  goes 
on,  no  child  in  this  great  city  should  grow  up  to  manhood  or 
womanhood  with  a rupture.  Not  only  are  cures  wrought,  but 
doctors  all  over  the  country  are  learning  how  to  cure  by  opera- 
tion. This  Society  is  far-reaching  in  its  power  for  good. 
Education  and  philanthropy  are  features  in  your  work  that 
demand  recognition  from  every  quarter. 

Permit  me  in  closing  to  congratulate  you  on  the  efficiency 
of  the  men  and  women  in  all  Departments.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  individualize,  for  all  work  well  and  with  a common  aim — 
the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  thousands  who  seek  aid  at  your 
hands.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passrd  April  12,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
mentarv  to  andaiuendatory  of  thesaioe  dofor  the  e pnrposps  herelivcei  li'v  ; 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in- and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
LEY,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  P’.

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 
limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-seven,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  ihirty  eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  New  Yoilc  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.''  Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-jijths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chajiter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  -An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’”  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  Tlie  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills ; and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTEACTS  FEOM  THE-  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Ob-jects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skillfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  make  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution, 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 

Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a cbild  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment ; and  wdien  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such 
a patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution, 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  P.  M.  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  b}^  the  Surgeon-in- Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants, may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  any  malignant,  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  determine  the 
same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general  rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in  Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Superintendent ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  be  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  House  Surgeon. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent ; and  all 
articles  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or 
otherwise,  must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Superintendent  for  ex- 
amination and  record.

RULES. — The  Hospital  will  be  open  every  week>daj  for  the  treat* 
meat  of  out-patients  from  1 to  3 P.  M.  Applicants  for  admission  of 
in-patients  will  be  received  everj  day  (Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excepted)  from  1 to  3 P.  M,  Day  for  parents  and  friends  to  visit  in- 
patients, Saturday  from  2 to  4 P.  M.  Other  days,  visitors  to  the  Hospital 
admitted  between  2 and  4.30  P.  M. 

The  Society  will  furnish  medical  treatment  and  bandages  for  every 
curable  variety  of  deformity,  viz  : spinal  diseases  tending  to  hump-back, 
hip  disease,  white  swellings,  and  all  deformities  resulting  from  paralysis 
and  rickets.  Also,  trusses  for  adults  and  infants,  supporters  for  women, 
laced  stockings  for  enlarged  veins  and  ulcerated  limbs,  and  every  variety 
of  bandages  for  this  class  of  sufferers.  The  charity  is  confined  to  New 
York  City,  and  patients  without  the  limits  will  be  required  to  pay  board 
and  washing.  Curable  children,  aged  from  4 to  14,  will  be  received  into 
the  hospital  for  treatment  after  an  examination  in  out-patient  depart- 
ment, corner  48d  Street. 

CONDITIONS,—!.  To  the  poor,  unable  to  pay,  gratis ; to  Others 
a charge  will  be  made  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  apparatus  needed. 

2,  — Those  living  without  the  limits  of  New  York  City  who  require 

treatment  in  hospital  will  be  required  to  pay  for  board  and  apparatqs  if 
required.  ‘ 

3.  — The  hours  for  examination  are  froria  1 to  3 P.  H,,  and  it  is  urgently 
requested  that  physicians  and  patrons  who  recommend  patients  will  send 
them  between  these  hours. 

NOTE. — The  Society  is  mainly  dependent  for  support  on  its  receipts 
and  the  contribution  of  the  benevolent.
